in the arm this year when the Quebec University Athletic Association (QUAA) 
finally decided to form an organized league. Previously, teams had no 
choice but to compete in an exhibition schedule.

a league which also included McGill, Universite du Quebec a Montreal and 
Sherbrooke. The lady Stingers finished in a tie for first place with 
McGill. Although both teams had identical 4-1-1 marks, the Martlets were 
crowned the champions in view of their superiority over Concordia during the 
season.
